smoker,) Next day 1 was hoarse, 
When the hoarseness continued 
for two weeks, I consulted my 
doctor, and, after many weeks 
of testing, he told me 1 had an 
active cancer in the larynx. 


To cure it, my vocal cords 


must be removed, and with them 
would go my voice, Forever af» 
terwards I would breathe through 
a hole (stoma) in my neck. And 
1 was a LAWYER! 


I was operated on the day af« 


ter my 58th birthday and awak- 
ened completely mute, I could 
not speak, laugh, cry, snore or 
make any sound whatsoever. 


After convalescence, 1 learned 


of the Speech Rehabilitation Cen- 
ter in New York City, where 
esophageal speech is taught, 
There are such centers In many 
cities; they can be located through 
the American Cancer Society, 


I attended the center five or 


six hours a day for three months.
